frightened 
them, and they abandoned their cap­ 
tive, after taking his horse. 
Revere 
then footed it to Woburn, back to 
Lexington and on to Concord, where 
he saw the memorable conflict.

Seldom is such a story more thrill­ 
ing than the true one which changed 
the life of a young writer who died 
recently in a Western city. 


From his earliest boyhood he had 
been incorrigible. 
He began running 
away from home before he was three 
years old, and as soon as he was of 
school age became a terror to his 
teacher. 
He stole from his mother, 
led other boys astray, and by his 
misadventures and his habit of going 
on long journeys with the roughest 
of tramps kept his mother on the 
verge of nervous prostration. 


Every imaginable plea was tried In 
vain with him. He made promises, 
only to break them. He seemed unable 
to resist the mad impulse to vaga­ 
bondage which impelled him. Several 
times his parents had him examined 
for sanity, and the verdict of the 
alienists was that there was some 
cause of mental disturbance which 
they could not determine. 
The po­ 
lice of many States came' to know 
him. 


At last his behavior so wore on. 
his mother that she was driven to 
Europe in order that she might rest 
for a time out of hearing of his ad­ 
ventures. 
Even in Europe, however, 
she was not free from 
him, 
for, 
tramping through thé Continent, he 
encountered her in a public park. 
No one could have been more dis­ 
reputable in appearance than the 
tramp who thus confronted her, but 
the mother's heart went out to him, 
and she persuaded Wm to remain a 
little while. 


“At least,” she said, “if you must 
do this way, let me provide you with 
money. 
Let me hear from you once 
in a while. 
Let me know you are 
safe and well.” 


All this he promised to do, and 
having a desire to see South America 
went with her consent to England to 
embark on a sailing vessel for a 
tramp through that Continent. 
As 
they lay at anchor in the harbor 
mouth waiting for clearer weather» 
a fellow passenger and he stood in 
the bow, looking out into the fog. 


Suddenly, without warning, a huge 
steamship crashed into them and cut 
far into the sailing ship’s wooden 
hull. 
Spars fell from aloft, and the 
fellow passenger was instantly killed. 
The American was picked up uncon­ 
scious, with a jagged wound in his 
head where a spar had struck him. 


He lay unconscious in the hospital 
for a long time, tenderly nursed by 
his mother, and then passed through 
a siege of brain fever. 
But when the 
illness was over and he was rational 
and conscious again a change had 
been wrought. 
Something had been 
altered in his brain, and all the pas­ 
sion for vagabondage had left him. 
He cared for tramping no longer. 


“I only want to go to work to turn 
my knowledge of the tramp’s world 
to account,” he said, “so that I may 
prevent as many other boys as pos­ 
sible from going the terrible road I 
went.” 


To that end he long devoted him­ 
self. 
He wrote 
many 
stories 
of 
tramping days, but through them all 
ran the note of sorrov/ that so many 
years of his life had been lost in dis* 
reputable wanderings.— Youth’sCom­ 
panion.

tern was placed there to warn others, 
that they might spread the alarm 
also, especially if Revere was taken 
prisoner,

By HAnOLD SOMEUS, »L A, 
The common house fly (Musca Do- 
mestlca) is ^ creature of such secre- 
tive habits that although from tht 
very earliest times ho has been with 
us, and the most ancient writers hav« 
mentioned and described him, still 
very little was known of his origin 
and history. 


It remained for the eminent Bos- 
ton biologist, Dr. A. S. Packard, In 
1S73, to make known his origin, hab- 
its and transformations from the egg 
through the larva state with its two 
thdhges to the pupa state, then to 
ihe perfect fly. 


Near the first of August the femaU 
lays about 120 eggs of a dull gray 
color, jftelecting fresh horse manur# 
in which to deposit her eggs, and ao 
secretes them that they are rarely 
seen; it takes only twenty-four hours 
for them to hatch into the first form 
of larva, a white worm one-quarter 
of an inch in length and one-tenth in 
diameter. 
They feed on the decaying 
matter of their environment, and two 
changes or casting of skins occur be- 
fore they turn into the pupa state; 
this change comes very 
suddenly. 
The entire period from the egg to the 
pupa state Is from throe to four days. 
If moist food Is wanting when in this 
condition they will eat each other 
and thus decrease their number. Heat 
and humidity greatly assist their de- 
velopment, as upon careful computa- 
tion each pound of manure around 
stables and outhouses develops un- 
der favorable conditions over 1000 
flies. 
It is no wonder that where 
these conditions exist we have such a 
veritable harvest of the fly pest. 


In the pupa state when the fly is 
about to emerge the end of the pupa 
case splits oif, making a hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head, but here It seems to encounter 
a difl^lculty; the pupa case is too 
stiif and hard to pass through, but 
nature comes to its assistance, and a 
sort of bladder like substance forms 
behind the head, which swells out' 
apparently filled with air; It acts as a 
means of pushing away the pupa case 
and releases the fly. When the fly 
first emerges it runs around with its 
wings soft, small and baggy; it Is 
pale and the colors are^ not set; Its 
head rapidly expands and the bladder 
formation passes away—within a few 
hours the wings grow and harden; it 
is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the deposit- 
ing of the egg to the perfect fly is 
not over ten days In duration. 
Many 
persons who observe small flies In 
midsummer suppose they are 
the 
young, but such Is not the case; they 
are flies that are imperfectly nour- 
ished In the larvae and pupae states, 
and do not attain full size; In fact, 
they are the dwarfs of their race. The 
male fly differs from the female in 
the front of the head between the 
eyes, being at least one-third narrow- 
er, though In size the female is rath- 
er smaller. 


Adult flies like most other creat- 
ures have parasites of minute size 
that prey upon them; these can often 
be seen as presenting small 
red 
specks over the body of the fly. 


Another enemy In the form of a 
fungus often attacks the fly in the 
early autumn. 
This makes Its ap- 
pearance as a white swelling and the 
white spores of the disease can be 
Been penetrating the body of the fly, 
which It finally distends and rup- 
tures. 


The fly hibernates In winter, but 
with his usual secretive habit It is 
very difllcult to find him In his winter 
quarters. 
With the first chill of au- 
tumn the flies, feeling the cold, seek 
temporary warmth In houses, 
and 
clustering together form bunches in 
the corners of walls and other places. 
They are then sluggish and not ao ac- 
tive as in the warm weather. 
How- 
ever, they do not make a permanent 
stay Indoors, but on the first mild, 
sunny day seek the windows to get 
out and find their permanent winter 
hiding place. 
Many prefer to make 
their homes in the roots of grass on 
lawns, where they hlde;themselve8'$<5 
effectually that the Iceland snow of 
winter does not destroy them in their 
hibernating state. 
If in the 
first 
warm days of spring when the snow 
Is gone and the grass on the lawns 
becomes dry and warm, long befpre 
the yellow dandelion shows Its head, 
a close observer may see numbers of 
flies crawling up on the grass to get 
the welcome sunshine, their wings 
standing out stiff and useless, but 
they soon acquire the power of flight 
in the warm rayg of the sun. A great 
many days, however, elapse before 
they appear in the homes of men. 


In recent years the medical profes- 
sion have demonstrated that while the 
fly lts;3lf does not propagate disease, 
It is one of the most Industrious car« 
riers of disease germs, which by con- 
tact adhere to his feet, hairy legs and 
body, distributing them to innocent 
victims. 


If every housekeeper could know 
all these interesting facts, which hav« 
never before been brought to their 
attention, they would realize the Im- 
portance of securing the very best fly 
exterminator.

There are in the masses of our people many whose knowl­ 
edge of literature and institutions is slender, but to whom Ap- 
erica is the land to which their brothers and their children hav* 
gone, the land which stands to their minds as being pre-eminently the land of 
human 'equality, the land of a free career, the land which gives the ordinary 
man his 'best chance, the land which promises a future in \Mhich the masses 
shall—such Is their belief—fare better than <they have ever done hefora 
Strong as this sentiment is—and this is the point I want to make clear—there 
Is nothing exclusive in it, nothing to which any other nation can object. We 
do not want you because you are our friends to be any bit the less the friends 
of any other nation. 
We do not ask you to forget, nor do we forget, what 
we both owe to Italy, the *hom& of poetry, painting and music; to EYance, 
whose intellect has so often irradiated all Europe; to Germany, so rich in the 
treasures of thought and learning. 
International amity is not like conjugal

Glimpses of British Honduras—Pin« 
Trees For m Cent Apiccc* 


A special 
correspondent to 
the 
Hartford Courant, in a letter to his 
paper, gives an interesting account 
of the resources of British Honduras. 


Belize is the capital of British 
Honduras— a singularly 
neat 
and 
tidy city at the mouth of the Belize 
River, with swamps for some milei 
about it, and beyond those a rich ag* 
ricultural tableland to the north and 
a little way south, while still further 
south the country is terra incognita. 
The houses are all white. The watei 
edge Is lined with graceful cocoanut 
palms. 
In every garden hibicus oi 
various shades and many other love­ 
ly flowers are in full bloom; here and 
there the royal polnciana is tipped 
with flaming blossom, though it is 
too early for all the trees to be out; 
and in the garden of the Government 
house, more resplendent than all tha 
flowers of the town, a great macaw of 
brilliant red and yellow and abundant 
blue and black, with a tail a foot and 
a half long, shone out »through the 
green foliage, more gaudy than any 
Easter suit of the day on gay Fifth 
avenue. 
Belize 
has a great 
key 
locked harbor which abounds in fish, 
from catfish and shark to red snapper 
and tarpon. 
Ships have to anchor a 
mile and a half from 
shore 
and 
lighter their freight in by sailboats. 


It is a question whether Belize was 
settled by shipwrecked Englishmen 
or by English shipwreckers. 
The 
weight of tradition has it that bucca­ 
neers did the settling and then found 
that cutting their own mahogany and 
logwood trees paid better than cut­ 
ting other people’s throats and was 
less hazardous. 
For over 200 years 
this has been a great deport port for 
these valuable woods. Mahogany does 
not grow like jvalnut or pine in 
groves. 
They only find about one 
tree to the acre. The logs are hauled 
to the river bank and floated down 
in floodtime. 
Of 
course, far 
the 
greater part of the timber is unavail­ 
able, as it is too far from the river 
to be handled. 
There is talk now of 
a railroad into the interior which will 
develop this and other industries. 


The whole province of British Hon­ 
duras 
covers 
about 
7500 
square 
miles, not half as large as Connec­ 
ticut, and lias, so far as known, 30,- 
000 inhabitants.

The common house fly (Musca Do* 
mestica) Is a creature of such secre­ 
tive habits that although from the 
very earliest times ho has been with 
us, and the most ancient writers havs 
mentioned and described him, still 
very little was known of his origin 
and history. 


It remained for the eminent Bos­ 
ton biologist, Dr. A. S. Packard, in 
1S73, to make known his origin, hab­ 
its and transformations from the egg 
through the larva state with Its two 
thanges to the pupa state, then to 
ihe perfect fly. 


Near the first of August the femals 
lays about 120 eggs of a dull gray 
color, ¿electing fresh horse manure 
in which to deposit her eggs, and so 
secretes them that they are rarely 
seen; it takes only twenty-four hours 
for them to hatch into the first form 
of larva, a white worm one-quarter 
of an inch in length and one-tenth in 
diameter. They feed on the decaying 
matter of their environment, and two 
changes or casting of skins occur be­ 
fore they turn into the pupa state; 
this change comes w ry suddenly. 
The entire period from the egg to the 
pupa state is from throe to four days. 
If moist food is wanting when in this 
condition they will eat each other 
and thus decrease their number. Heat 
and humidity greatly assist their de­ 
velopment, as upon careful computa­ 
tion each pound of manure around 
stables and outhouses develops un­ 
der favorable conditions over 1000 
flies. 
It is no wonder that where 
these conditions exist we have such a 
veritable harvest of the fly pest. 


In the pupa state when the fly is 
about to emerge the end of the pupa 
case splits off, making a hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head, but here it seems to encounter 
a difficulty; the pupa case is too 
stiff and hard to pass through, but 
nature comes to its assistance, and a 
sort of bladder like substance forms 
behind the head, which swells out 
apparently filled with air; It acts as a 
means of pushing away the pupa case 
and releases the fly. 
When the fly 
first emerges it runs around with its 
wings soft, small and baggy; it is 
pale and the colors are,, not set; its 
head rapidly expands and the bladder 
formation passes away—within a few 
hours the wings grow and harden; it 
is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the deposit­ 
ing of the egg to the perfect fly is 
not over ten days in duration. Many 
persons who observe small flies in 
midsummer suppose they are the 
young, but such is not the case; they 
are flies that are imperfectly nour­ 
ished in the larvae and pupae states, 
and do not attain full size; in fact, 
they are the dwarfs of their race. The 
male fly differs from the female in 
the front of the head between the 
eyes, being at least one-third narrow­ 
er, though in size the female is rath­ 
er smaller. 


Adult flies like most other creat­ 
ures have parasites of minute size 
that prey upon them; these can often 
be seen as presenting small red 
specks over the body of the fly. 


Another enemy in the form of a 
fungus often attacks the fly in the 
early autumn. 
This makes its ap­ 
pearance as a white swelling and the 
white spores of the disease can be 
seen penetrating the body of the fly, 
which it finally distends and rup­ 
tures. 


The fly hibernates in winter, but 
with his usual secretive habit it is 
very difficult to find him in his winter 
quarters. 
With the first chill of au­ 
tumn the flies, feeling the cold, seek 
temporary warmth in houses, and 
clustering together form bunches in 
the corners of walls and other places. 
They are then sluggish and not so ac­ 
tive as in the warm weather. 
How­ 
ever, they do not make a permanent 
stay Indoors, but on the first mild, 
sunny day seek the windows to get 
out and find their permanent winter 
hiding place. 
Many prefer to make 
their homes in the roots of grass on 
lawns, where they hide;themselve8‘$<5 
effectually that the ice »and snow of 
winter does not destroy them in their 
hibernating state. 
If in the first 
warm days of spring when the snow 
is gone and the grass on the lawns 
becomes dry and warm, long befpre 
the yellow dandelion shows Its head, 
a close observer may see numbers of 
flies crawling up on the grass to get 
the welcome sunshine, their wings 
standing out stiff and useless, but 
they soon acquire the power of flight 
in the warm ray? of the sun. A great 
many days, however, elapse before 
they appear in the homes of men. 


In recent years the medical profes­ 
sion have demonstrated that while the 
fly itsplf does not propagate disease, 
it is one of the most industrious car­ 
riers of disease germs, which by con­ 
tact adhere to his feet, hairy legs and 
body, distributing them to innocent 
victims. 


If every housekeeper could know 
all these Interesting facts, which have 
never before been brought to their 
attention, they would realize the im­ 
portance of securing the very best fly 
exterminator.

Uncle Sam Buys Land. 


Gettysburg, June 28.—Forty-five thous- 
and dollars of the appropriation made by 
by Congreee recently for the improvement 
of the Gettysburg National Park will be 
used in the purchase of three hundred and 
sixty acres of land controlled by John B. 
McPherson, of Boston, Mass., and J. Em- 
ory Bair, of Gettysburg, receivers -for the 
Gettysburg Springs and Hotel Company. 
Both the receivers and the representatives 
of the government have agreed upon the 
above price as a fair one for the land and 
all that now remains to make the sale 
complete is the confirmation of the terms 
by the court. 


The land is situated west of Gettysburg, 
part of it lying in Cumberland township 
and the remainder within the limits of the 
town. 
It is on what was a part of the 
First Day's Fight and a large portion of 
it is bounded by the West Confederate 
Avenue, while Reynolds' Avenue runs 
along another part of it, making the land 
in question one of the most prominent 
and widely known sections of the field. 


The intended purchase is regarded as 
one of the most important moves made 
by the government with a view to the im- 
provement of Gettysburg National Park, 
including, as it does, such a large territory 
and indicating that the ultimate purpose 
of the government is the purchase of as 
much of the ground occupied during the 
battle as it is feasible to buy and main- 
tain in the manner in which the land now 
included within the bounds of the park 
is cared for.

Uncle Sam Buys Land. 


Gettysburg, June 28.—Forty-five thous­ 
and dollars of the appropriation made by 
by Congress recently for the improvement 
of the Gettysburg National Park will be 
used in the purchase of three hundred and 
Bixty acres of land controlled by John B. 
McPherson, of Boston, Mass., and J. Em­ 
ory Bair, of Gettysburg, receivers for the 
Gettysburg Springs and Hotel Company. 
Both the receivers and the representatives 
of the government have agreed upon the 
above price as a fair one for the land and 
all that now remains to make tho sale 
complete is the confirmation of the terms 
by the court. 


The land is situated west of Gettysburg, 
part of it lying in Cumberland township 
and the remainder within the limits of the 
town. It is on what was a part of the 
First Day’s Fight and a large portion of 
it is bounded by the West Confederate 
Avenue, while Reynolds’ Avenue runs 
along another part of it, making the land 
in question one of the most prominent 
and widely known sections of the field. 


The intended purchase is regarded as 
one of the most important moves made 
by the government with a view to the im- 
provementof Gettysburg National Park, 
including, as it does, such a large territory 
and indicating that the ultimate purpose 
of the government is the purchase of as 
much of the ground occupied during the 
battle as it is feasible to buy and main­ 
tain in the manner in which the land now 
included within the bounds of the park 
is cared for.

Fruits of Reclamation Service. 
Figures are now available cover- 


ing the work of reclamation carried 
on iron the organization of that ser- 
vice pursuant to the act of Congress 
in 19o2 to the first of this year. As 
a result of the operations, which are 
conducted under authority of the 
Geological Survey, eight new towns 
have been established. 100 miles of 
branch railroads have been con- 
structed and 10,000 people have tak- 
en up their residence in the desert. 
To pave the way for these homeseek- 
ers the Government has dug 1267 
miles of canals—nearly the distance 
from Washington to Omaha. Some 
of these canals carry whole rivers, 


ward. 


After the National road was partly 


built the development of railroads be- 
gan, and as we know, work on the 
great turnpike was discontinued, not 
to be resumed. From that time until 
the adoption of the principle of Siate 
co-operation in road building, little 
was accomplished la the way of road 
improvement. Roads were made; 
but they were scarcely more than 
patchwork. The art of road making 
was not understood in this country, 
for none had given it particular at- 
tention. 


In the year 1SS1 co-operation of 


the State with the people was adopt- 
ed, when New Jersey passed the first 
State aid law. Almost coincident 
with this, however the principle of 
State aid was considered in New Eng- 
land and the Middle West. In 1892 
Massachusetts and Vermont, and in 
1893 Ohio made a beginning by ap- 
pointing highway commissions. Fol- 
lowing the State of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut adopted a State aid plan, 
and in the same year California ap- 
pointed a State highway commission. 
New York adopted State aid in 1S9S; 
Maine followed in 1901, and Rhode 
Island in 1902. Since then New 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania and Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Maryland and Ohio, 
Iowa, Idaho and Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Utah and Virginia have followed 
the lead, and either adopted State 
aid laws or provided for the appoint- 
ment of commissions, for the pur- 
pose of gathering information and 
giving advice and instruction to local 
authorities. Twenty-two States are 
now giving such co-operation to their 
citizens. 


The growing popularity of the 


State aid is shown by the demands 
for increased appropriation, where 
the co-operative principle has been 
tried. 
Speakers from the several 


States have given and will give dur- 
ing this convention the present status 
of the work in their States. 


The present state of road improve- 


ment is due to The fact that the value 
of permanently improved highways 
is becoming better understood and 
appreciated by the people. This pub- 
lic sentiment is the result of the work 
begun twenty years ago, as Mr. Potter 
told you yesterday, through the agi- 
tation for good roads by users of bi- 
cycles and other patrons of the high- 
way, aided and encouraged by an en- 
lightened public press. The principle 
of State aid to the county and tha 
township Is now thoroughly estab- 
lished, and although creditable and 
far-reaching results have been accom- 
plished within the last few years, the 
work may be said to be only just be- 
gun. 
That road improvement is de- 


manded by the 
people is clearly 


shown by the fact that they are, 
through State co-operation, willing 
and even anxious to tax themselves 
for many millions of dollars In order 
to secure it. 


Yet the work actually done Is as 


little or nothing compared with what 
remains to be accomplished. 
The 


largest sum to be made available, so 
far, for road improvement by any 
one State is the $50,000,000 voted 
by the State of New York. I may 
perhaps be pardoned for speaking ol 
this as an example, for It Is niy native 
State; 
and blood is thicker 
than 


water, you know. 
I am, indeed 


proud to see that such substantia' 
progress has been made since the 
money system of road making was 
generally adopted in my State. 


What of the future of road build

The business of making and trim- 


ming hats, always open to women and 
formerly confined to them, is still one 
of the most lucrative trades for girls 
who show an aptitude for it. 
Tha 


best opportunities are, of coarse, to 
be found in the large cities, for even 
if a girl who has mastered the trade 
should prefer to establish herself 
eventually in the country or in a sub- 
urban town, she will have to get her 
training in the city. Otherwise cus- 
tomers are likely to question her 
knowledge of styles, and there is no 
business in which a reputation for be- 
ing well informed is of more value. 


In the city shops girls generally be- 


gin an apprenticeship at the age of 
thirteen or fourteen years, and are 
usually required to serve six months 
without pay, except that they get an 
allowance for car fare. 


During this period they will be lit- 


tle more than errand girls, to run. 
from one part of the shop to another, 
and save the time and strength of 
persons whose services are of more 
value. But meanwhile they will be 
learning the names of material and 
where it Is kept and what this and 
that is used for. and at the end of the_ 
six months should begin to receive 
wages of $3 per week, and by the 
end of a year and a half or two years 
should be worth $5 or $6 a week. 


The first real work that a young 


milliner does is in lining hats, making 
frames 
and bands. Good sewing 


counts here, and if vhe girl has ac- 
quired some facility with her needle 
before she entered the shop, it will 
be to her advantage. 


Education counts, too, not so much" 


In a specific as in a general sense. 
Nearly all employing milliners say. 
that the girls who come to them with 
a good common school education dis- 
play more sense and more Intelli- 
gence about their work, and so ad- 
vance more rapidly. 


By and by the girl who has been 


lining hats will be given one to make; 
that is, she will sew the braid on the 
frame and leave the hat ready for 
the trimmer. If she does It well she 
will soon find herself advanced to the 
makers' bench, and her wages some- 
what increased. Makers receive from 
$6 to $12 a week, according to their 
skill and speed. The copyists are a 
class of skilful makers who can. re- 
produce a desired shape in any given 
material. Copying is a stage at which 
one arrives naturally, by showing a 
capacity to do the work. 
Last of all come the trimmers, the 


artists of the business, the girls 
whose deft fingers seem to their less 
accomplished sisters to be endowed 
with magic, and whose salaries are 
the envy and the ambition of every 
liner and maker. 


The payment for this work is, in- 


deed, generous. 
In all the large 


cities good trimmers receive SIS, $20, 
$25, $30 a week, and in New York 
sometimes $40 and S50. It is the 
trimmers, too, who most often are 
chosen for such pleasant perquisites 
as trips to other cities, where famous 
milliners have "openings" twice a 
year. Sometimes, too, they are se- 
lected to go abroad as buyers of ma- 
terials for the houses which employ 
them. 
But successful trimming Is much 


more than a skilful trade; it is an art, 
and hence Is not to be acquired by all, 
no matter how zealously it is sought. 


There is, however, this comfort for. 


the girl who hopes that she has the 
gift: all employing milliners are so 
eager to secure good trimmers that 
they give every opportunity to an 
ambitions aspirant, and do all they 
can to develop latent genius. 


Of late there have been many 


schools of millinery established in the 
large cities, and no doubt some of 
them, if not all, give honest and in- 
telligent instruction for the tuition 
fee which is exacted. But it is only 
fair to the young girls who desire to 
make millinery their business to say 
to them that the employing milliners, 
as a rule, have so little faith in these 
schools that a diploma from one of 
them counts for nothing. Many em- 
ployers, indeed, will take a wholly in- 
experienced girl in preference. 


The Women's Educational and In- 


dustrial Unions, having discovered 
this, are endeavoring to meet the ob- 
jections of employers by establishing 
classes in which the instruction con- 
forms to trade conditions; and some 
unions have even established millin- 
ery shops for the sale of their prod- 
uct.—Youth's Companion.

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UNUNIFORM MEDICINES. 


Wide Geographical Distribution and 
Age Make Drugs Unreliable. 


So, because any man, however ig­ 
norant, with any motive, however Ig­ 
noble, may manufacture and sell any 
of the 50,000 compounds known to 
organic chemistry and may allege for 
them what curative powers he will; 
and because, too, of this unlimited 
opportunity for fraud among the old­ 
er drugs, It becomes a matter of no 
surprise to learn that at the present 
time 
among the great number of 
firms manufacturing remedial agen­ 
cies there is the greatest conceivable 
diversity 
of 
science, sincerity and 
wisdom. 


These drugs come from the utter­ 
most parts of the earth— from the 
dank forests of Brazil, from the fro­ 
zen Siberian steppes, from the banks 
of the “gray green, greasy Limpopo 
River, all set at>out with fever trees,” 
or from “silken Samarkand,” but al­ 
most everywhere they are gathered 
by barbarous peoples, the lowest of 
earth's denizens. 
It is small wonder, 
then, that with any one plant there 
should be a variation among its indi­ 
vidual specimens in the proportion 
of the active medicinal agent it con­ 
tains. 


But when we add to this the fact 
that, in general terms, the per cent, 
of the active ingredient depends on 
the amount of sunshine it enjoys, on 
the time of the year it is gathered, 
even on the time of the day, on the 
amount of moisture, the elevation, 
the character of the soil and a dozen 
other factors, it becomes almost a 
necessity of thought that the amount 
of “medicine” In that plant must 
vary from a maximum to nothing at 
all. 


A man's wife goes bravely down 
to the gates of death to pass through, 
or, if it may hap, to come slowly 
back, bearing radiantly with her the 
flaming torch of another life. 
Ergot 
Is required. 
Now, ergot is a fungus 
growing upon rye, where it destroys 
and displaces the ovary of the plant. 
It comes from Russia, Austria, Spain, 
Sweden, and where not; its chemical 
analysis does not seem to yield reli­ 
able information, for its active con­ 
stituents are not definitely under­ 
stood. 
Finally, the physiological ac­ 
tivity of the drug may bo good, or 
little, or zero, just as it may chance, 
while after the lapse of a year it be­ 
comes unfit for use. 
Yet it is to this 
substance, so utterly variable, that 
the physician must trust the life of 
the woman and the child.— Harper's. 


Fruits of Reclamation Service. 
Figures are now available cover­ 
ing the work of reclamation carried 
on from the organization of that ser­ 
vice pursuant to the act of Congress 
in 1902 to the first of this year. 
As 
a result of the operations, which are 
conducted under authority of the 
Geological Survey, eight new towns 
have been established, 100 miles of 
branch 
railroads 
have been con­ 
structed and 10,000 people have tak­ 
en up their residence in the desert. 
To pave the way for these homeseek- 
ers the Government has dug 12C7 
miles of canals— nearly the distance 
from Washington to Omaha. 
Some 
of these canals carry whole rivers, 
like the Truckee River in Nevada 
and the North Platte River in Wy­ 
oming. 
Forty-seven 
tunnels 
with 
an aggregate length of nine and one- 
half miles have been excavated.

Past, Present'and Future. 


When this country was young its 
settlers were few in number, and had 
little to move; therefore, few roads 
were required. 
As population grow, 
however, facilities for the better ac- 
commodatlon of 
traffic 
increased. 
This to some extent compelled atten- 
tlon to road building and finally led 
to the construction of the old Na­ 
tional road, under a special act of 
Congress of 1S05. 


This road served to give better fa­ 
cilities 
for 
transportation, allowed 
freight to be moved, mail to be de­ 
livered and passengers to travel with 
greater dispatch 
than ever before 
over that route. 
Although it served 
but a comparatively small part of 
the country, it was a long step for­ 
ward. 


After the National road was partly 
built the development of railroads be­ 
gan, and as we know, work on the 
great turnpike was discontinued, not 
to be resumed. 
From that time until 
thd adoption of the principle of State 
co-operation in road building, little 
was accomplished in the way of road 
improvement. 
Roads 
were 
made; 
but they were scarcely more than 
patchwork. 
The art of road making 
was not understood in this country, 
for none had given it particular at­ 
tention. 


In the year 1891 co-operation of 
the State with the people was adopt­ 
ed, when New Jersey passed the first 
State aid law. 
Almost coincident 
with this, however the principle of 
State aid was considered in New Eng­ 
land and the Middle West. 
In 1S92 
Massachusetts and Vermont, and in 
1S93 Ohio made a beginning by ap­ 
pointing highway commissions. 
Fol­ 
lowing the State of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut adopted a State aid plan, 
and in the same year California ap­ 
pointed a State highway commission. 
New York adopted State aid in 1898; 
Maine followed in 1901, and Rhode 
Island in 1902. 
Since then New 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania and Dela­ 
ware, Illinois, Maryland and Ohio, 
Iowa, Idaho and Michigan, Minne­ 
sota, Utah and Virginia have followed 
the lead, and either adopted State 
aid laws or provided for the appoint­ 
ment of commissions, for the pur­ 
pose of gathering information and 
giving advice and instruction to local 
authorities. 
Twenty-two States are 
now giving such co-operation to their 
citizens. 


The growing 
popularity of 
the 
State aid is shown by the demands 
for increased appropriation, where 
the co-operative principle has been 
tried. 
Speakers from the several 
States have given and will give dur­ 
ing this convention the present status 
of the work in their States. 


The present state of road improve­ 
ment Is due to the fact that the value 
of permanently improved highways 
is becoming better understood and 
appreciated by the people. This pub­ 
lic sentiment is the result of the work 
begun twenty years ago, as Mr. Potter 
told you yesterday, through the agi­ 
tation for good roads by users of bi­ 
cycles and other patrons of the high­ 
way, aided and encouraged by an en­ 
lightened public press. 
The principle 
of State aid to the county and the 
township is now thoroughly estab­ 
lished, and although creditable and 
far-reaching results have been accom­ 
plished within the last few years, the 
work may be said to be only Just be­ 
gun. 
That road improvement is de­ 
manded by the 
people 
is 
clearly 
ahown by the fact that they are, 
through State co-operation, willing 
and even anxious to tax themselves 
for many millions of dollars in order 
to secure it. 


Yet the work actually done is as 
little or nothing compared with what 
remains to be accomplished. 
The 
largest sum to be made available, so 
far, for road improvement by any 
one State is the $50,000,000 voted 
by the State of New York. 
I may 
perhaps be pardoned for speaking of 
this as an example, for it is my native 
State; 
and blood Is thicker 
than 
water, you 
know. 
I 
am, Indeed, 
proud to see that such substantial 
progress has been made since the 
money system of road making was 
generally adopted in my State. 


What of the future of road build­ 
ing.? 
One does not need to be a 
prophet nor the son of a prophet to 
predict great things in highway im­ 
provement in this country. 


While we are still behind other 
countries in the matter of improved 
roads, their necessity is fully ad­ 
mitted and our progress from this 
time on must be at an acoelerating 
rate, 


Proper construction of roads and 
streets calls l’or the highest engineer­ 
ing ability and experience. 
It is be­ 
coming 
recognized 
as a separate 
branch of civil engineering, and sev­ 
eral colleges are establishing or are 
ibout to establish courses of instruc­ 
tion designed especially to fit men 
for this work. 


You gentlemen of this convention 
ire keenly alive to the many prob­ 
lems connected with the art of road 
making, and you are studying them 
with earnestness and with zeal. This 
work is in your hands, and with the 
people of this country thoroughly 
aroused, as they are becoming to-day, 
to an appreciation of the value of 
road improvement, there can be but 
one result-better roads for every- 
Dody and consequent greater pleasure 
sind prosperity for all.— From an ad­ 
dress before the annual convention 
Df the American Pvoad .Makers' Asso­ 
ciation at Pittsburg, Pa., made by E.

Millinery as an Occupation 


mi 


By EDWARD WILLISTON FREXTX. 


The business of making and trim­ 
ming hats, always open to women and 
formerly confined to them, is still one 
of the most lucrative frades for girls 
who show an aptitude for it. 
The 
best opportunities are, of course, to 
be found In the large cities, for even 
if a girl who has mastered the trade 
should prefer to establish herself 
eventually In the country or in a sub­ 
urban town, she will have to get her 
training in the city. 
Otherwise cus­ 
tomers are likely to question her 
knowledge of styles, and there is no 
business in which a reputation for be­ 
ing well informed is of more value. 


In the city shops girls generally be­ 
gin an apprenticeship at the age of 
thirteen or fourteen years, and are 
usually required to serve six months 
without pay, except that they get an 
allowance for car fare. 


During this period they will be lit­ 
tle more than errand girls, to run 
from one part of the shop to another, 
and save the time and strength of 
persons whose services are of more 
value. 
But meanwhile they will be 
learning the names of material and 
where it is kept and what this and 
that is used for, and at the end of the, 
six months should begin to receive 
wages of $3 per week, and by the 
end of a year and a half or two years 
should be worth $5 or $6 a week. 


The first real work that a young 
milliner does is in lining hats, making 
frames 
and 
bands. 
Good 
sewing 
counts here, and If the girl has ac­ 
quired some facility with her needle 
before she entered the shop, it will 
be to her advantage. 


Education counts, too, not so mucK 
in a specific as in a general sense. 
Nearly all employing milliners say. 
that the girls wrho come to them with 
a good common school education dis­ 
play more sense and more intelli­ 
gence about their work, and so ad­ 
vance more rapidly. 


By and by the girl who has been 
lining hats will be given one to make;: 
that is, she will sew the braid on the 
frame and leave the hat ready for 
the trimmer. 
If she does it well she 
will soon find herself advanced to the 
makers’ bench, and her wages some­ 
what increased. Makers receive from 
$6 to $12 a week, according to their 
skill and speed. 
The copyists are a 
class of skilful makers who can re­ 
produce a desired shape in any given 
material. Copying is a stage at which 
one arrives naturally, by showing a 
capacity to do the work. 


Last of all come the trimmers, the 
artists of the business, the girls 
whose deft fingers seem to their less 
accomplished sisters to be endowed 
with magic, and whose salaries are 
the envy and the ambition of every; 
liner and maker. 


The payment for this work is, in­ 
deed, generous. 
In all the large 
cities good trimmers receive $18, $20, 
$25, $30 a week, and in New York 
sometimes $40 and $50. 
It is the ' 
trimmers, too, who most often are 
chosen for such pleasant perquisites 
as trips to other cities, where famous 
milliners have “openings” twice a 
year. 
Sometimes, too, they are se­ 
lected to go abroad as buyers of ma­ 
terials for the houses which employ 
them. 


But successful trimming is much 
more than a skilful trade; it is an art, 
and hence is not to be acquired by all, 
no matter how zealously it is sought. 


There is, however, this comfort for, 
the girl who hopes that she has the 
gift: all employing milliners are so 
eager to secure good trimmers that 
they give every opportunity to an 
ambitions aspirant, and do all they, 
can to develop latent genius. 


Of late 
there 
have 
been many 
schools of millinery established in the 
large cities, and no doubt some of 
them, if not all, give honest and in­ 
telligent Instruction for the tuition 
fee which is exacted. 
But it is only 
fair to the young girls who desire to 
make millinery their business to say 
to them that the employing milliners, 
as a rule, have so little faith in these 
schools that a diploma from one of 
them counts for nothing. 
Many em­ 
ployers, indeed, will take a wholly in­ 
experienced girl in preference. 


The Women’s Educational and In­ 
dustrial Unions, having discovered 
this, are endeavoring to meet the ob­ 
jections of employers by establishing 
classes in which the Instruction con­ 
forms to trade conditions; and some 
unions have even established millin­ 
ery shops for the sale of their prod­ 
uct.— Youth’s Companion.

Negro Slave Ownerc. 


The Charleston News and Courier, 


in the course of its studies of "The 
Old South" and the status of the free 
negroes before the civil war, has dug 
up the very interesting fact that free 
persons of color owned slaves. The 
list of Charleston taxpayers for I860 
enumerates 132 "free persons of col- 
or/' who paid the local impost of |3 
per capita «n one or more slaves they 
possessed. 
Two of these made re- 


turn of the ownership of 14 slaves, 
one of 11 and three of 12. 
These 


slave owning colored men were pretty 
well to do, and "operated" their 
gangs by contract. All this goes to 
show that evil communication simply 
reinforced old African traditions ac- 
cording to which slavery was an in- 
stitution not at all "peculiar." It is 
related that in Columbus. Ga., a free 
colored woman owned her 
husband, 


and took the proceeds of his labor, 
eventually in a spirit of commercial- 
ism, selling him to a white slave 
owner.

sell for a dollar or two.

UNUNIFORM MEDICINES. 


Wide Geographical Distribution and 
Age Make Drugs UnrcLiablf.». 


So, because any man, however ig- 
norant, with any motive, however Ig- 
noble, may manufacture and sell any 
of the 50,000 compounds known to 
organic chemistry and may allege for 
them what curative powers he will; 
and because, too, of this unlimited 
opportunity for fraud among the old- 
er drugs, it becomes a matter of no 
surprise to learn that at the present 
time 
among 
the great number of 
firms manufacturing remedial agen- 
cies there is the greatest conceivable 
diversity 
of 
science, sincerity and 
wisdom, 
' 
These drugs come from the utter- 
most parts of the earth—from the 
dank forests of Brazil, from the fro- 
zen Siberian steppes, from the banks 
of the "gray green, greasy Limpopo 
River, all set ai)Out with fe^ er trees," 
or from "silken Samarkand." but al- 
most everywhere they are gathered 
by barbarous peoples, the lowest of 
earth's denizens. 
It Is small wonder, 
then, that with any one plant there 
should be a variation among Its indi- 
vidual specimens In the proportion 
of the active medicinal agent It con- 
tains. 


But when we add to this the fact 
that, in general terms, the per cent, 
of the active ingredient depends on 
the amount of sunshine it enjoys, on 
the time of the year it Is gathered, 
even on the time of the day, on the 
amount of moisture, the elevation, 
the character of the soil and a dozen 
other factors, it becomes almost a 
necessity of thought that the amount 
of "medicine" in that plant must 
vary from a maximum to nothing at 
all. 


A man's wife goes bravely down 
to the gates of death to pass through, 
or. If it may hap, to come slowly 
back, bearing radiantly with her the 
flaming torch of another life. 
Ergot 
is required. 
Now, ergot is a fungus 
growing upon rye, where It destroys 
and displaces the ovary of the plant. 
It comes from Russia, Austria, Spain, 
Sweden, and where not; its chemical 
analysis does not seem to yield reli- 
able Information, for its active con- 
stituents are not definitely under- 
stood. 
Finally, the physiological ac- 
tivity of the drug may bo good, or 
little, or zero, just as It may chance, 
while after the lapse of a year It be- 
comes unfit for use. 
Yet It Is to this 
substance, so utterly variable, that 
the physician must trust the life of 
the woman and the child.—Harper's. 


Fruits of Reclamation Service. 
Figures are now available cover- 
ing the work of reclamation carried 
on from the organization of that ser- 
vice pursuant to the act of Congress 
In 1902 to the firgt of this year. 
As 
a result of the operations, which are 
conducted under authority 
of 
the 
Geological Survey, eight new towns 
have been established, 100 miles of 
branch 
railroads 
have been 
con- 
structed and 10,000 people have tak- 
en up their residence In the desert. 
To pave the way for these homeseek- 
ers the Government has dug 12C7 
miles of canals—nearly the distance 
from Washington to Omaha, 
Some 
of these canals carry whole rivers, 
like the Truckee River In Nevada 
and the North Platte River In Wy- 
oming. 
Forty-seven 
tunnels 
with 
an aggregate length of nine and one- 
half miles have been excavated. 


Automobiles and Coaching. 


James Martin, at 
whose 
North 
Side stables the "Blue Dog" coach 
which was used 
to make trips to 
Highland Park was kept, says that 
the arrival uf. the 
automobile 
has 
practically killed thq sp9rt of coach- 
ing in Chicago. Thero is now no de- 
mand - ipr .drags 
and brakes, al- 
though the^ jisc^d \o be ^lost popu- 
jar^—iThjcago ^v^nipg Post. 
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Past, Present'nnd Future. 


When this country was young Its 
settlers were few in number, and had 
little to move; therefore, few roada 
were required. 
As population grew, 
however, facilities for the better ac* 
commodatlon of 
trafllc 
Increased. 
This to some extent compelled atten- 
tion to road building and finally led 
to the construction of the old Na- 
tional road, under a special act of 
Congress of 1S05. 


This road served to give better fa- 
cilities 
for 
transportation, allowed 
freight to be moved, mail to be de- 
livered and passengers to travel with 
greater dispatch 
than ever before 
over that route. 
Although it served 
but a comparatively small part of 
the country, it was a long step for- 
ward. 


After the National road was partly 
built the development of railroads be- 
gan, and as we know, work on the 
great turnpike was discontinued, not 
to be resumed. 
From that time until 
thé adoption of the principle of State 
co-operation in road building, little 
was accomplished in the way of road 
Improvement. 
Roads 
were 
made ; 
but they were scarcely more than 
patchwork. 
The art of road making 
was not understood in this country, 
for none had given it particular at- 
tention. 


In the year 18D1 co-operation of 
the State with the people was adopt- 
ed, when New Jersey passed the first 
State aid law. 
Almost coincident 
with this, however the principle of 
State aid was considered In New Eng- 
land and the Middle West. 
In 1892 
Massachusetts and Vermont, and in 
1893 Ohio made a beginning by ap- 
pointing highway commissions. 
Fol- 
lowing the State of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut adopted a State aid plan, 
and in the same year California ap- 
pointed a State highway commission. 
New York adopted State aid in 1S9S; 
Maine followed in 1901, and Rhode 
Island In 1902. 
Since then New 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania and Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Maryland and Ohio, 
Iowa, Idaho and Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Utah and Virginia have followed 
the lead, and either adopted State 
aid laws or provided for the appoint- 
ment of commissions, for the pur- 
pose of gathering Information and 
giving advice and Instruction to local 
authorities. 
Twenty-two States are 
now giving such co-operation to their 
citizens. 


The growing 
popularity of 
the 
State aid Is shown by the demands 
for Increased appropriation, 
where 
the co-operative principle has been 
tried. 
Speakers from the several 
States have given and will give dur- 
ing this convention the present statua 
of the work In their States. 


The present state of road Improve- 
ment is due to the fact that the value 
of permanently Improved highways 
Is becoming better understood and 
appreciated by the people. This pub- 
lic sentiment Is the result of the work 
begun twenty years ago, as Mr. Potter 
told you yesterday, through the agi- 
tation for good roads by users of bi- 
cycles and other patrons of the high- 
way, aided and encouraged by an en- 
lightened public press. The principle 
of State aid to the county and the 
township is now thoroughly estab- 
lished, and although creditable and 
far-reaching results have been accom- 
plished within the last few years, the 
work may be said to be only Just be- 
gun, 
That road Improvement Is de- 
manded by the 
people 
Is 
clearly 
«hown by the fact that they are, 
through State co-operation, willing 
and even anxious to tax themselves 
for many millions of dollars in order 
to secure It. 


Yet the work actually done is as 
little or nothing compared with what 
remains to be accomplished. 
The 
largest sum to be made available, so 
far, for road Improvement by any 
one State is the 150,000,000 voted 
by the State of New York. 
I may 
perhaps be pardoned for speaking of 
this as an example, for it is my native 
State; 
and blood Is thicker 
than 
water, you 
know. 
I 
am. Indeed, 
proud to see that such substantial 
progress has been made since the 
money system of road making was 
generally adopted in my State. 


What of the future of road build- 
ing? 
One does not need to be a 
prophet nor the son of a prophet to 
predict great things in highway Im- 
provement In this country. 


While we are still behind other 
countries in the matter of improved 
roads, their necessity is fully ad- 
mitted and our progress from this 
time on must be at an acoelerating 
rate. 


Proper construction of roads and 
streets calls I'or the highest engineer- 
ing ability and experience. 
It is be- 
coming 
recognized 
as a separate 
branch of civil engineering, and sev- 
eral colleges are establishing or are 
ibout to establish courses of Instruc- 
tion designed especially to fit men 
for this work. 


You gentlemen of this convention 
ire keenly alive to the many prob- 
lems connected with the art of road 
making, and you are studying them 
svith earnestness and with zeal. 
This 
work is in your hands, and with the 
people of this country thoroughly 
aroused, as they are becoming to-day, 
to an appreciation of the value of 
road improvement, there can be but 
Dne result—better roads for every^ 
Dody and consequent gi'eater pleasure 
and prosperity for all.—From an ad- 
dress before the annual convention 
of the American Road .Makers' Asso- 
ciation at Pittsburg, Pa., made by E.

Millinery as an Occupation 


By EDWARD WILLISTON FRENTi. 


The business of making and trim- 
ming hats, always open to women and 
formerly confined to them, is still one 
of the most lucrative frades for girls 
who show an aptitude for It. 
Tbe 
best opportunities are, of course, to 
be found in the large cities, for even 
if a girl who has mastered the trade 
should 
prefer to establish 
herself 
eventually In the country or in a sub- 
urban town, she will have to get her 
training in the city. 
Otherwise cus- 
tomers are likely to question her 
knowledge of styles, and there is no 
business in which a reputation for be- 
ing well Informed is of more value. 


In the city shops girls generally be- 
gin an apprenticeship at the age of 
thirteen or fourteen years, and are 
usually required to serve six months 
without pay, except that they get an 
allowance for car fare. 


During this period they will be lit- 
tle more than errand girls, to run 
from one part of the shop to another, 
and save the time and strength of 
persons whose services are of more 
value. 
But meanwhile they will be 
learning the names of material and 
where It Is kept and what this and 
that Is used for, and at the end of the, 
six months should begin to receive 
wages of $3 per week, and by the 
end of a year and a half or two years 
should be worth $5 or $6 a week. 


The first real work that a young 
milliner does is in lining hats, making 
frames 
and 
bands. 
Good 
sewing 
counts here, and If the girl has ac- 
quired some facility with her needle 
before she entered the shop, it will 
be to her advaiitage. 


Education counts, too, not so mucK 
in a specific as In a general sense. 
Nearly all employing milliners say. 
that the girls who come to them with 
a good common school education dis- 
play more sense and more intelli- 
gence about their work, and so ad- 
vance more rapidly. 


By and by the girl who has been 
lining hats will be given one to make;; 
that is, she will sew the braid on the 
frame and leave the hat ready for 
the trimmer. 
If she does it well she 
will soon find herself advanced to the 
makers' bench, and her wages some- 
what increased. Makers receive from 
$6 to $12 a week, according to their 
skill and speed. 
The copyists are a 
class of skilful makers who can re- 
produce a desired shape In any given 
material. Copying is a ctage at which 
one arrives naturally» by showing a 
capacity to do the work. 


Last of all come the trimmers, the 
artists of 
the business, the 
girls 
whose deft fingers seem to their less 
accomplished sisters to be endowed 
with magic, and whose salaries are 
the envy and the ambition of every; 
liner and maker. 


The payment for this work is, in- 
deed, generous. 
In all the 
large 
cities good trimmers receive $18, $20, 
$25, $30 a week, and in New York 
sometimes $40 and $50. 
It is the 
trimmers, too, who most often are 
chosen for such pleasant perquisites 
as trips to other cities, where famous 
milliners have ''openings" twice a 
year. 
Sometimes, too, they are se- 
lected to go abroad as buyers of ma- 
terials for the houses which employ 
them. 


But successful trimming Is much 
more than a skilful trade; It is an art, 
and hence Is not to be acquired by all, 
no matter how zealously It Is sought. 


There is, however, this comfort for. 
the girl who hopes that she has the 
gift: all employing milliners are so 
eager to secure good trimmers that 
they give every opportunity to an 
ambitions aspirant, and do all theyj 
can to develop latent genius. 


Of late 
there 
have 
been many 
schools of millinery established in the 
large cities, and no doubt some of 
them, if not all, give honest and in- 
telligent instruction for the tuition 
fee which is exacted. 
But It Is only 
fair to the young girls who desire to 
make millinery their business to say 
to them that the employing milliners, 
as a rule, have so little faith in these 
schools that a diploma from one of 
them counts for nothing. 
Many em- 
ployers, Indeed, will take a wholly in- 
experienced girl In preference. 


The Women's Educational and In- 
dustrial Unions, having discovered 
this, are endeavoring to meet the ob- 
jections of employers by establishing 
classes in which the Instruction con- 
forms to trade conditions; and some 
unions have even established millin- 
ery shops for the sale of their prod- 
uct.—Youth's Companion.

Several provision merchants of Ber­ 
lin, Ciermany, have been on trial for 
somf* days past on charges of adultera­ 
tion and their trial has revealed an 
almost incredible state of affairs.

leading member of this confraternity 
of worthies, named Perschk* is a man 
in 
a very 
large 
way of 
business. 
Fersebk’s chief business was sausage 
making, and his co-defendants aided 
and abetted him in their manufacture 
and sale. After the revelations of the 
trial the Berlin sausage is no longer a 
mystery. 
Witnesses 
formerly 
in 
Perschk’s employ state that fat of all 
sorts in an advanced state of decompo­ 
sition, scraps of refuse of all kinds 
of flesh, rancid butter, margariue, and 
various other obnoxious ingredients 
were promiscuously cast into seething 
caldrons for the manufacture of the 
“finest Berlin sausages.“ 
When the 
caldrons were emptied six inches of 
sediment remained, “mostly sand and 
‘filth/1 
Perschk used chemicals ex­ 
tensively to arrest putrefaction after it 
had set in, and when customers re­ 
turned tainted sausages a little chemi­ 
cal treatment made them all right 
again. Defendants were large export­ 
ers of sausages to various German 
towns, as well as to foreign countries, 
but their best customers seem to have 
been the military authorities, who pur- 
chascd extensively for the garrisons in 
Thora, Graudenz, Togar, Spandau, etc.

The Charleston News and Courier, 
in the course of Its studies Of "The 
Old South" and the status of the free 
negroes before the civil war, has dug 
up the very interesting fact that free 
persons of color owned slaves. 
The 
list of Charleston taxpayers for 
1S60 
enumerates 132 "free persons of col- 
or," who paid the local Impost of $3 
per capita ^n one or more slaves they 
possessed. 
Two of these made re- 
turn of the ownership of 14 
slaves, 
one of 11 and three of 
12. 
These 
slave owning colored men were pretty 
well to do, 
and 
"operated" 
their 
gangs by contract. 
All this goes to 
show that evil communication simply 
reinforced old African traditions ac- 
cording to which slavery was an In- 
stitution not at all "peculiar." 
It Is 
related that In Columbus, Ga., a free 
colored woman owned her 
husband, 
and took the proceeds of 
his labor, 
eventually in a spirit of commercial- 
ism, selling him to a

slave 
owner.

said Basil Dighton, the Gower street 
dealer, in discussing the subject the 
other day, "while Rouen -turns out 
enough Imitations of old Empire fur- 
niture to furnish the Tuileries a hun- 
dred times over. 
One of the leading 
experts in London -recently 
had 
a 
copy made of a valuable Chippendale 
table, 
and 
when 
the 'faked' 
table 
and the genuine piece were placed 
side by side the expert himself was 
unable to tell which was which. 


"For all kinds of English antiques 
of the eighteenth century," continued 
Mr. Dighton, "prices have risen stead- 
ily for the last five or six years. 
A 
Romney, which was 
worth 
$5,000 
then, is worth $25,000 or $30,000 now. 
Engravings have doubled and trebled 
in TOlue. Chippendale furniture has 
risen remarkably; 
a set 
of 
chairs 
from the Orrock collection sold re- 
cently 
for 
$9,000. 
A 
Chippendale 
'^^Titiug desk was sold at auction for 
$90. 
It was immediately resold for 
$4,000, and shortly afterward a deal- 
er disposed of it at the 
handsome 
price of $10,000—1 am told. 


The owner of a Hoppner portrait. 
Ignorant of its true ^ value, recently of- 
fered it to a clergyman as a gift. The 
minister, knowing something 
about 
pictures, demurred at taking 
advan- 
tage of his friend and advised him to 
sell the portrait at auction. 
It real- 
ized $60.000. 


"There are shops In Lrondon with 
whole stocks of bogus engravings, siV 
ver boxes, miniatures and the like, 
and the bargain-hunters are easy vic- 
tims. 
The demand for genuine old 
prints Is very keen, and perhaps the 
most notable instance of their appre- 
ciation in value is that of prints sold 
at $4 in 1780, which now bring $500." 


One of the traps by which Ameri- 
can tourists, in their craze for an- 
tiques, are often caught Is thus de- 
scribed by a connoisseur: 


"People touring In the 
north 
of 
England," he says, "see a fine piece* 
of old furniture in a farm 
house, 
and never 
questionipg the 
genuine- 
ness of anything found in such an out^ 
of-the-way place, they-buy it. 
If the 
tourists should return a 
few 
days 
later they would find a similar piece 
in place , of the one bought, as bait, 
for the next -visitor. 
These 
pieces 
are all spurious ones and the fakers 
are so well acquainted with the trav- 
ellers' way that they send these Imi- 
tations to the country places to be 
sold. 
Through this practice a Welsh 
dresser has often been placed by mis- 
take in a Yorkshire farm house, but 
of course, it takes 
an experienced 
eye to notice such little 
incongrui- 
ties. 


"England Is overflowing with 'fak- 
ed' antiques," he added. 
"There are 
'faked' Chelsea cupids holding little 
baskets of flowers, 'faked' Old Tobys, 
parsons and clerks, recumbent grey- 
hounds and- harvest jugs with- mot- 
tcJbs. 


"All kinds of English 
china 
are 
'faked.' 
Lowestioft ware is 'faked' so 
cleverly täiat it cannot be told from 
the old. 
SheflSeld plate, which 
is 
worth 
five 
times 
what it Avas ten 
years ago, is 'faked,' but the 'fakers' 
cannot produce tlie glow of the gen- 
uine work. 
Pewter is /faked' in Ger- 
many by the ton, and there are fac- 
tories near Nuremberg 
which 
turn 
out pewter stamped with a place of 
origin and date a couplo of centuries 
old. 


"The German .Government 
makes 
excellent copies of works 
by 
Rey- 
nolds and other English artists, which 
sell for a dollar or two. 
They are 
easily disposed of at higher prices to 
unwary tourists. 
Hundreds of insti- 
tutions of Morland's pictures are sent 
to England from Holland, where they 
are made. 
In Dresden they imitate 
the old Dresden so -well that It Is 
hardly an Imitation; It is simply a 
reproduction of tho same thing. 
Not 
long ago I saw a Napoleon table bear- 
in^ the Tuileries cipher. 
It was 'fak- 
ed/ 


"At tho same time 
real 
bargains 
are. still to be foupd now and then, 
but it takes a most expert connois- 
seur to 'be sure of things. 
Recent- 
ly tj bought a Queen Anne table for 
30,cents and it proved worth $50, 
and a table for $7 which would bring 
$125. 
Such bargains, however, 
are 
becoming rarer every 
day/'—Wash- 
ington Star.

AXE IN TREASON TRIALS 


Sharp Edge Turned Toward Prisoner 
When Sentence is Pronounced. 


Every one is aware of the dread 
fully significant part tlio executioner's 
axe plays in a trial for high treason. 
The sharp symbol of death is carried 
before tlie prisoner, 
with 
its 
blunt 
side turned toward him so long as he 
has not been sentenced, says Macmil- 
lan*s Magazine, and just before sen- 
tence is pronounced the sharp edge 
is turned his way. 


Evelyn, 
who was present at 
tbd 
trial of Lord 'Stafford in 1GS9. tells 
us that the axe was turned edgeways 
to the unfortunate nobleman as soon 
as it was ascertained that the voting 
of his peers •v.^ent against him—an ef- 
fective but ghastly piece 
of 
stagQ 
management which must have had a 
sickening fascination for the unhap- 
py and probably innocent man. 
In 
those days, now hapl^ily gone by, no 
m e seems to have reflected on the 
unnecessary cruelty of harro\^-ing the 
feelings of men about to die by such 
shocking judicial by-p3ay. 


Not every 
prisoner 
treated 
this 
purely symbolic but otherwise super- 
fluous 
and unpleasant 
ceremony 
as 
contemptuously as did Lord Ealmer- 
ino. When the three coaches convey- 
ed tho Lords Kilmarnock, Balmerino 
and Cromartie from the Tower to be 
sentenced at Westminster, on July 2S, 
1740, a difficulty arose. 
It was not 
laid down by prescription or use in 
which coach, if there -were more than 
one the fatal axe had to be carried. 
"Oh, put the 
thing 
in 
here," 


cried brave old Balmerino, "I don't 
care/' 


Yet, notwithstanding his contempt 
for this horrid symbol, the undaunted 
old man cheerfully suffered death for 
his attachment to 
another 
symbol, 
the m i t e Cockade; but 
Lord 
Kil- 
marnock, in the next 
coach, 
was 
dreadfully frightened, as he showed 
himself to be, by his thorough reali- 
zation of what »the awful axe would 
mean to him. 
He inquired minutely 
into all the details of an execution, 
wanted the Governor of the Tower to 
tell him whether his head would roll 
or rebound, and when on the scaffold 
he saw the executioner dressed 
In 
white, v/ith a white apron, he whi»- 
pered to his chaplain, "Home, how 
horrible!"

There are hundreds of local slaughter­ 
ers throughout the United States, who 
buy their live stock in competition 
with the packer doing an interstate 
and international business.
